Integration of police and fire services 
is not a new concept. Small cities and 
villages have ‘ong used policemen as vo- 
lunteer firemen, some have given police 
duties to firemen, such as maintaining 
the jail and communications, but almost 
no cities of over 10,000 population have 
Planned and created a combined police 
and fire department, It is because inte- 
gration was planned and calculated that it 
is worthy of the attention of administra. 
tors and citizens, 

The functions of police and fire de- 
partments are similar in primarily one 
respect--both serve to protect persons and 
property. Historically, their operations and 
equipment are entirely different. How then 
is it possible to combine these two de- 
partments into a single agency in which 
men are both firemen and policemen? 


~“* * 


Fire departments are esentially a stand. 
by army of men and equipment that can 
respond instantly to an emergency, Even 
with the most modern firefighting appara- 
tus itis necessary to have relatively great 
numbers of men when a fire occurs. If the 


number of fires is not great, then a great 
deal of unproductive time is created as 
firemen wait for an alarm. 

A police department, on the other hand, is 
an army constantly in the field.~patrolling 
the city in cars, on motorcyeles andon foot, 
Part of their job is to preventcrime simply 
by warning potential criminals of their pre- 
Sense, It is a rare case when a police 
emergency will require as many men as 
fire requires of a fire department.

As a fire department must provide a maxi. 
mum of men for relativel) infrequent and 
Short periods, and a police department can 
better prevent crime with a large number of 
m-n on constant patrol, it is evident that if 
firemen can patrol the city between fires,

alarms, then the effectiveness of each man 
is increased and the same number of men 
can provide better protection to persons and 
property from criminals and fire, 

As the trend of shorter work weeks con. 
tinue, for both policemen and firemen, it 
will become increasingly necessary to find 
Some productive use for the ‘stand by’ 
time of firemen, Total or partial integra. 
tion of the two departments may help solve 
this problem. The degree of integration will 
depend, {n any community, on how much 
production time can be made of a fireman's 
work day. 

Some functions, suchas records andcom- 
munications, and even motorized patrol, ean 
be integrated without changing the ‘hot 
shot’? squad concept of a fire department, 

*_** 

On the other hand, some functions appear 
to be unsuited for integration, such as 
detective work. To make the most effec. 
tive use of the concept of integration a 
city must take into account the need for 
detectives, ‘‘hot shot" fire companies, work 
hours, and the work load of both depart. 
ments, 

The Department of Public Safety of the 
City of Oak Park has effectively combined 
the duties of firemen and policemen into 
those of public safety officers, 


The city enjoys the security provided by 
increased police patrol, and because of this 
fire-police patrol an immediate response of 
men and equipment, If a fire oecurs more 
men are avallable to respond than would 
be possible with the same personnel in 
two separate departments, Oak Park's fire 
department is always as close toa resident's 
home as the nearest patrol car.-and the 
officers in that car are trained to handle 
any emergency, 

A city must determine what level of police 
and fire services it wants to provide its 
residents..and then must provide the men 
and equipment necessary, Integration will 
work to the degree that men and equipment 
are available--and will provide better ser. 
vice man for man-.but “not enough?’ public 
safety officers will not replace ‘“fenough"’ 
polloemen and firemen,

The Chino Basin Water Association held 
their quarterly dinner meeting last week 
at the Magic Lamp, in Cucamonga, 


Heading the events of the evening was a 
talk on the effect of water pollution on the 
State water plan, given by John R. Teerink, 
deputy director, State of California Depart. 
ment of Water Resources, 

Teerink pointed out that the State of Cali- 
fornia has no massive water pollution prob. 
lems as do some of the eastern states. He 
Stressed that the reason for the non-exis- 
tence of a pollution problem stems from the 
work of the quality control beard for the 
State in recognizing the problem and con- 
trolling it before it could get out of han, 

Teerink said that in dealing with a com. 
Modity such as water, quantity and quality 
cannot be separated. He also pointed out 
that on the local Feather River project, the 
local water administrators, working with 
State officials, have done a tremendous 
job in upgrading the quality of the water to 
come into the area, The quality of the wa~ 
ter determines the life and usefulness of the 
water as 4 product, he said, 

In discussing the state water project, 
which will carry 2-1/2 milion acre feet 
of water into the Southern California area, 
Teerink explained some of the quality prob- 
lems that have been encountered and solved 
by the state engineers, The water which the 
State plans to transport to Southern Cali- 
fornia via the Feather River project will 
originate in the Sacramento area and be 


assigned to the distriet men- 
tioned above, They will spend

Water suit problems aired at meet 


transported to the southern area by means 
of huge pipes and waterways, 

Teerink ended his talk with a warning to 
the Association to work on protecting the 
umMderground basins in Southern California, 
He said that for the past 20 years the water 
levels in the area have been lowering and 
problems have been encountered when gra- 
vel pits and other low areas are filled with 
decomposable material that tends to seep 
into the underground basins, No material of 
a decomposable nature is supposed to be 
dumped below the historical ground level 
basin, he said, but with the water level res 
ceding, we have to keep a close eye on just 
where that level is, The final warning by 
Teerink was “Protect what you got cause 
you ain’t goin to get any more,’’ 

Don Stark, counsel for the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District reviewed the pre. 
Sent status of the Orange County litigation, 
Stark’s report on the 3-1/2 year old suit 
dealt with a review of the court procee- 
dings to date and the actions that will be 
taken by the Chino Basin Association, 

The suit was brought by the Orange 
County Water District, representing all 
water interests of the county, in action to 
curtail water usage in the Santa Ana River 
System upstream in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty, and at the same time allow limitation of 
usage of the water by people of that county, 

Stark stated that the action has gone be- 
fore the appelate review and that he should 
be hearing something concerning the out- 
come within the next five days,

Any kind of United States military involvement in 
the Congo under present circumstances verges on in- 
sanity, There is strong feeling among my colleagues 
that the President has overstepped his Constitutional 
limits in his autocratic dispatch of United States men 
and materiel to the Congo without first consulting the 
Congress. I firmly support the Resolution which has 
been introduced in the House of Representatives ex- 
pressing disapproval of this involvement, 

This issue raises questions too long overlogked by 
both the Administration and the Congress: 1) Is our 
Government's rallying cry of ‘Batman to the rescue’’ 
to stamp out Evil at large in the world an adequate 
guide in making foreign policy? 2)What its the extent 
of the President’s power to determine foreign policy? 

*_** 

We must do some hard thinking and honest re- 
evaluating of our International role in the late 1960’s. 
The Congress, at least, is beginning to realize that 
the basis for our attitude toward a foreign government 
cannot be Iimited to a simple distinction between 
pro- and anti-Red, Our handling of international crises 
must include consideration of the merits of the indi- 
vidual governments involved, Does the history of Mo- 
butu’s regime warrant military ald from a nation 
committed to constitutional processes ? 

Since his overthrow of Kasavubu’s government in 
November, 1965, Joseph D, Mobutu has maintained his 
power mainly through the Force Publique, the Congo- 
lese army. His achievements include declaring all 
political parties but his own illegal; suspending the 
powers of the legislature; deposing his premier Mulam- 
ba; employing secret police for the deportation of 
political undesirables; and overseeing the public hang- 
ing of four former Cabinet Ministers who were sub- 
jected, withaut defense counsel, to a 90-minute cari- 
cature of a trial

I have yet to see a palatable rationale from the State 
Department for supporting a military dictatorship a. 
gainst (internal unrest. Can we afford to commit our- 
Selves to the defense of a government which has 
Violated the fundamental principles on which our own 
nation was founded? Is United States foreign policy 
actually geared to defend the status quo-- any status 
quo -- rather than our traditional ideals of respect 
for human Ife and dignity, and a free and democra- 
tie political life? 

If discontented factions in the Congolese populace 
should mount a determined resistance to Mobutu’s 
tyranny, our recent action would indicate that we have 
bound ourselves to support the dictatorship, We could 
soon be pouring both money and manpower into the Con- 
go in an attempt to shore up a politically and morally 
indefensible regime in a country which has been the 
Scene of a political and social morass for years. 
Does this sound familiar?

There is more to what has already transpired bet- 
ween our government and Mobutu’s than a problem 
of short-sightedness tn foreign policy. In accordance 
with the United States Constitution, the President’s 
grant of ml'cary support to a foreign government for 
purposes other than the defense of American citizens 
requires the deliberation and consent of Congress, 
The Administration’s failure to consult the Congress 
before involving the United States in a foreign con- 
flict amounts to an abuse of the powers entrusted 
to the President, a flagrant disregard for the balance 
of power mechanism, If the Congress allows this move 
to slip by without protest, what further powers will 
the President appropriate to himself? Beyond the mili- 
tary defense of American lives, the decision to commit 
this country to aggression in its own or in another 
government's behalf is the responsibility of not only 
the Executive, but also the assembled representatives 
of the American people, It is the people who will be 
sacrificing their lives and their money for such poli- 
cles, They have a right to a voice in formulating such 


commitments,
